In his duel wllh James VVntron Webb,
olltor of the New York (ntiricrnini Inquirer,
In which Webb nan (Tippled for llfo.

Tho latter carried It
through tha Mexican war. It was stolen from
lilm by his bodv servant, but was located in the
City of Mexico.

Jutt at sunset sometimes you will
bear a rough, unmuslcaMooklng Afro American,
tired after his day's work, singing as though the
dsy was nw. As he enters tbe noma alley tha
children will Immediately listen and catch the air.
It the words should hsppen to be unfamiliar, which
Is not often the case, they will drone In perfect
time with th singer tn a way that would arouse to
Ihe highest pitch the enthusiasm ot Dvorak or
Damrotch. Every night In Atlanta Is "prayer
meetln' night," and at tbey do not always gather
early they are apt to hold in later than U o'clock.

It Is touching to seo great clumsy men
taking the little ones about; some of them long,
lank looking men, with hollow cheeks and scrubby
chin whiskers, har.1, repellent looklug facet, but
attending to the little children with the tenderness
and loving solicitude of a woman. At a rule thrte
tender old men are granddaddlet that tome mother-
ly "black mammy" had nursed long ago. The aver,
age Southern woman spends her leisure moments
on the front piazza In Atlanta, and past by their
hornet when you will jou teldom notice a lady read-
ing. They appear to do nothing, not even take care
of their children. They are a great contrast to the
women of th North, Just as great as the Southern
rather Is with the IndlfTertnt Northern father In
the matter of taking his ihlldren for an outing.

The Southern people have a pretty custom of ex
changing greetings as thejrJlucet on tbe public thor-
oughfares. It Is common for total strangers to re
siond to a kludlv "Goud mawnln', sah," or "Oood
evening, sal,," without hesitation, Sometimes this
cordiality Is abused.
